pondent culled at bis farm in Con- 
cord, Mr. Albree went into tlie matter 
of pasteurization more fully than he 
had an opportunity to at (be bearing. 
He maintains that It is a deceit prac- 
tised upon tlie consumer, and that it 
is a ixisitlvo injury commercially to , 
the producer of clean milk. 
" Pasteurization as it is conducted 


by tbe milk contractors who supply 
the Boston market is really nothing 
but a rendering process," he said. 
"Milk of all kinds is poured into u 
vat. ISome of it Is oloan, some of it, is 
not very bud and some of it is unlit 
for saie, and some would he in a veiy 
short time. Tlie pasteurization pro- 
cess, from the standpoint of the con- 
tractor, cleans all 
this milk and 


makes it saleable as a whole, wbeicus 
a part of it never ought to lie n-arket- 
cd. I maintain that pasteuiiM-d milk 
should be sold as 'rendered' milk and 
labeled as such. 


There is no more reason why such 


milk should bo marketed without u 
laliel to show that it has been put 
through u rendering process 
than 


there in why butter that has been sub- 
jected to n icndcring piocess should 
be sold as pine butter. 
Under (lie 


Massachusetts law such butter must 
bo laMed. 
There me dealers who 


pick up tlie butter which has seen 
better days in several States, tiomo of 
it is unsaleable lor one reason, some 
forunotbcr, but it is all unlit for stile 
to those who want good butter. These 
dialers put this butter through a ren- 
dering process that gives it (be ap- 
pearance of a good article again, lint 
the Stale of Massachusetts will not let 
the dealer sell it on its appearance. 
It makes him sell it on its merits— 
that is, be must label it as 'rendered' 
butter. 


"Now, what is the difference be- 


tween the milk denlei and the butter 
dealer'.' Why should the milk dealer 
bo pciinltted to sell 'rendeied' milk 
unlabeled when the butter dealer can- 
not sell rendered butter that way? 


"And that brings me (o another 


point in (bis pasteurization question — 
the injury (hat (he pasteurization 
project does to the dairyman com- 
mercially. Ii kecpsdoH'ii tbe price of 
his' milk. It is contributing toward 
making the margin of profit to the 
dairyman who really desires to pro- 
duce clean milk with a low bacterial 
count so small that he cannot con- 
tinue to produce milk of that charact- 
er. It places u premium on unclean 
milk for it costs less (o produce it, 
and there is more money in it for the
